•Since  the  beginning  of  this  century  there  has  boon  a rradual  decline  in 
the  rate  of  infant  deaths,  the  chief  cause  of  this  decline  being  due-  to  the 
fall  in  death  rates  from  congenital  debility,  bronchitis  and  convulsions, 
diarrhoea  and  enteritis  and  to  a less  orient  from  infectious  diseases  as  a 
wholo . There  has  boon  a loss  approci able  decline,  however,  in  the  number  of 
deaths,  of  infants  during  the  first  month  of  life.  Ono  of  the  r -revest  menaces 
to  the  life  of  an  infant  is  prematurity  and  moreover  stillbirths  are  approx- 
imately ton  times  as  frequent  in  premature  as  in  full  time,  deliveries.  During 
tho  year,  18  still  births  wero  notified  giving  a still  birth  rate  of  .95  par 
1,f00  population. 

The  c aUsos  of  prematurity  arc  varied • Some  may  bo  duo  to  multiple 
pregnancy  and  some-  to  toxaemia  in  tho  mother,  but  on  the  whole  tho  majority 
are  due  to  causes  unknown.  It  is  felt,  however,  that  regular  and  careful 
ante-natal  care  coupled  with  adequate  nutrition  in  tho  mother,  help  to  reduce 
the  incidence. 

Although  many  factors  - environmental,  economic,  heredity  etc.  oach 
play  an  important  and  inter  related  part  in  determining  the  chance.-  of  an 
infant  surviving  the  first  year  of  life,  it  is  abundantly  clear  that  educat- 
ion in  the  welfare  and  nutrition  of  babies  and  the  great  increase!  in  the 
knowledge  relating  to  infant  care  and  managoiw  nt  have  played  and  important 
pert  in  producing  our  present  low  infant  mortality  rate.  A ; rout  deal, 
however,  can  yet  be  done  in  the  realms  of  parents  education  as  many  children 
are  still  being  exposed  unnecessarily  to  risks  of  infection  because  of  their 
parents  fatalistic  views  on  tho  common  infectious  diseases  of  childhood.

During  the  year,  5^  residents  of  Sorrier  died  from  cancer , Of  those 
deaths  51  occurred  in  males  and  2p  occurred  in  females • 3Vi donee  in  available 
that  the  tendency  in  this  country  is  for  deaths  from  cancer  to  occur  in  later 
life  than  formerly,  and  that  tho  rate  appears  to  be  increasing;.  Ono  of  the 
causes  of  this  apparent  increase  is  due  to  improved  methods  of  diagnosis  and 
more  accurate  certification,  but  after  taking  those  facts  into  consideration 
there  is  little  doubt  that  tho  increase  in  tho  case  rate  is  a real  ono.

As  you  ••Till  have  seen  from  the  preceding  table  th  total  number 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  more  than  tr<  bio  the 
number  notified  during  1 946 • This  is  due  to  the  high  incidence  of  measles, 
a disease  probably  duo  to  an  ultra  microscopic  virus  and  often  shoving  itself 
in  epidemic  form  at  roughly  two  year  intervals.  During  the  yo'r  194'/  there 
were  218  children  notified  as  suffering  from  measles  and  there  were  no  deaths 
attributed  to  this  cause.  Children  under  th-  age  of  7 years  arc  mainly 
af footed  and  the  chief  cause  of  mortality  is  due  to  secondary  infection  re- 
sulting in  bronchopneumonia.  During  an  epidemic  period  mothers  should  bo 
warned  of  the  danger  of  exposing  young  children  to  others  suffering-  from  colds 
or  catarrh  or  from  any  unexplained  fever  as  vc  have  at  -present  no  agent  which 
will  ensure  protection  for  any  child  for  longer  than  three  woks. 

CCAPLCT  P . 


In  this  country.  Scarlet  Fever  has  assumed  a much  milder  form 
although  unfortunately  its  pr< valence  has  not  diminished.  Only  in  special 
circumstances  is  it  consider!  1 11:  onasary  to  e-.sk  hospitalisation  of  those 
cases  and  the  majority  arc  now  nursed  and  isolated  at  home. 

■TOPPING  COUGH. 

50  cases  of  whooping  cough  vra re-  notified  during:  the  year  194?,  and 
there  wore  no  deaths.  Like  measles,  "/hooping  Cough  is  most  infective  during 
the  early  catarrhal  phase  i.o . before  the  whoop  develops,  although  in  many  cases 
no  characteristic  whoop  may  occur,  morbidity  is  greatest  in  the  under  p age 
group,  and  the  mortality  rate  is  highest  in  the  first  year  of  life,  some  303 
of  deaths  from  this  disease  occurring  during-  this  period • Although  a groat  deal 
of  work  is  being:  done  to  produce  a reliable  prophylactic  vaccine,  at  present 
a high  degree  of  protection  cannot  be  guaranteed. 


DIPHTHERIA . 


Although  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notifiod  during  the  year 
I947,  in  contrast  to  three  cases  in  194s,  and  oi.  ht  cases  in  1945,  this  fact 
should  not  be  accepted  with  complacency.  Diphtheria  is  a disease  which  could 
be  ruthlessly  stamped  out  by  an  efficient  immunisation  pro,'  raomo,  but  until 
every  mother  comes  to  regard  immunisation  as  a milestone  in  thr  lives  of  her 
infants,  this  position  will  never  be  reached.  The  evidence  that  immunisation 
is  an  efficient  and  safe  -protection  against  infection  is  conclusive  and  as  soon 
as  an  infant  roaches  six  months  of  ago  arrangements  should  ho  made  cither  with 
the  family  doctor  or  at  the  nearest  Infant  'olfarc  Clinic  for  immunisation  to 
be  carried  out. 


Further  "Hof reshor1'  or  "Boosting " dosos  arc  usually  given  to  children 
on  .ntry  into  school  (i.o.  about  five  years  of  arc)  and  again  at  nine  or  ten  years 
of  ago  by  .rraneemrnt  v,rith  the  School  medical  Officers.  Onrixx:  to  the-  incomplete 
nature  of  the  records  at  my  disposal  it  is  impossible  to  rive  i.  reliable  estimate 
of  tho  number  of  children  immunised  in  the  Eerrior  district. 

TT13ERCHL0SIS. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  this  area  at  tho  end  of 
the  year  1 9^7  was  123  of  which  nine  case,;  wore  now  cases  notified  during  tho  year. 
There  wore  ton  deaths  attributed  to  tuberculosis  of  which  throe  wore  males  and 
seven  were  females  giving  a death  rate  of  .;>4  per  1,000  population.

It  is  very  difficult  in  a disease  like  Tuberculosis  where  so  many  cases 
remain  undetected  for  long  periods  to  judge  its  prevalence  from  the  number  of 
notifications,  and  tho  mortality  rate  is  often  regarded  as  a good  indcs  of  our 
measure  of  control  ower  the  disease.  To  is  interesting  to  noto  that  during  tho 
past  17  yem  rs  there  has  boon  a gradual  decline  in  the  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis, 
not  only  in  this  County,  but  in  the  Country  as  a whole.

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The  difficulties  facing  our  prevent r.tlvo  '-or vices  nr-  closely  allied 
to  the  many  socio-economic  problems  of  our  present  day  community  life  e.  . housing, 
nutrition  and  hygiene,  and  it  should  be  emphasised  that  tuberculosis  in  the  poor 
will  not  be  stamped  ere  entirely  until  these  environment :■!  conditions  aro  bettered. 
The  second  aim  of  prevention  is  the  isolation  of  the  patient  and  it  is  the  chronic 
ambulant  infectious  person  v/ho  presents  one  of  our  greatest  problems.  The  present 
lack  of  sanatorium  accommodation  in  this  county,  however,  limits  the  intake  of 
tubercular  patients  and  it  is  to  bo  regretted  that,  very  often  the  recently  in- 
fected, and  it  is  this  type  of  case  which  responds  more  readily  to  sanitoria 
therapy,  may  have  to  wait  for  long  periods  before  a bod  becomes  available.  This 
situation  could  bo  eased  somewhat  by  the  utilisation  of  available  beds  in  Fever 
Hospitals  which  owing  to  present  day  methods  of  control  over  infectious  diseases 
arc  rarclv  if  ever  half  full.

Eight  complaints  wore  investigated  of  which  throe  wore  found  to  bo 
groundless.  Tho  other  five  wore  in  relation  to  fleas,  tho  houses  being  thoroughly 
treated  by  spraying  insecticide.  Satisfactory  results  wore  obtained  on  each  case. 

PI  SINE  EOT  TON  QV  P?r-'7SES  . 


Sixteen  premises  were  disinfected  after  the  removal  of  the  patients 
to  Isolation  Hospital  or  termination  of  home  nursing  of  notifiable  infectious 
diseases.  Six  houses  wore  disinfected  on  request  by  occupants  after  Cancer  and 
Tuberculosis . 

PEFT3T:I  COLLECTION  ANN  DISPOSAL  . 


A fortnightly  collection  of  Refuse-  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  District  during  the  period  under  review.  Pour  Refuse  Tips  wore 
utilised  at  Long  Downs,  Million,  Lcodatown  and  Coro rack.  Controlled  tipping 
was  practised  with  beneficial  results  generally.  Some  trouble  was  experienced 
from  spontaneous  combustion  at  Long  Downs  and  Aullion  which  however  was  not  too 
severe  to  interfere  with  normal  tipping.  The  tips  -wore  treated  quarterly  for  tho 
control  of  Rodents,  insects  etc.,  with  satisfactory  results. 

SALVAGE . 


A considerable  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  salvage  collected  and 
disposed  of  was  experienced  during  the  year,  due  no  doubt  to  the  lack  of 
incentive  to  collect  and  the  difficulty  in  cost  of  collection  in  a wide  scattered 
Rural  Area,

H 0 U S I N G. 

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  during  the  year  in  getting  necessary 
repairs  carried  out  to  property  due  to  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  necessary 
labour  and  materials.  This  shortage  was  often  put  forward,  and  in  some  eases 
was  quite  -justified,  by  owners  of  property,  who  were  required  by  requests  and 
notices  by  tho  Local  Authority  to  carry  out  repairs  to  their  property.  However, 
on  the  whole  tho  difficulties  wore  overcome  satisfactorily  and  owners  generally 
co-operated  to  the  best  of  their  ability.
